lit one of the prom inent hydraulic min­ 
ing regions a mass meeting of miners has 
been held to protest against the presence 
of “ spies,” and the dispatches indicate that 
force may K- used to prevent those termed 
11 spies” from coming into that section. 
The use of the word ‘‘spy” implies one 
coming from an enemy. 
Those to whom 
the m eeting referred are probably agents 
of the people of the valley sent to ascertain 
who is violating the laws of the land as 
interpreted by the Courts. 
The citizens of 
th e m ining regions will see, therefore, that 
the Use of the term “ sp y ” hy them is 
wholly indefensible, for the people of the 
valleys are not their enemies. 
If the peo­ 
ple of the mining section are doing no 
wrong they have nothing to fear from visits 
by valley residents. 
If they are violating 
th e law it is their duty to cease. 
To de­ 
nounce valley nfliccrs with writs in their 
hands, or agents sent to see from what 
source certain offenses flow, as “ spies,” is

c'ukv into the stomach or lungs. 
Resides 
this liability of disease from bacilli capa­ 
ble of living in a dry state, there is that 
other im minent danger of injury to the sys­ 
tem from breathing fine particles of de- 
<s un ¡tosed vegetable m atter, especially that 
with h has come from the excreta of ani­ 
mals deposited in the streets. 
It is within 
the power of San Francisco to lay the 
dust in her streets. 
In a city where the 
wind blows so steadily and sharply, it is 
simply unaccountable that the people will, 
for a niggardly and false cconomv of tax a­ 
tion, refuse to inaugurate a general system 
of street-sprinkling, such as obtains in 
Sacramento. 
H ere the whole city is laid 
out by districts ant! contracts let to sprinkle 
the streets and alleys at the general pub- 
lit 
expense.

Francisco, such 
sprinkling as is done, is the result of 
private enterprise. 
It follows that it is of 
the patchwork order. 
Even of that there 
is very little done. 
W hy San Francisco,

low, should refuse to “ lay the dust” passes 
comprehension. 
It is not the first time 
that the people have been told of the dis-

Jletvlmi, T hat th e proper deed o f cession for 
the purpose designated be prepared by the 
counsel of the corporation when trie exact local­ 
ity and dim ensions of the ground are fixed 
upon, and that said «leed be tliereuiion duly ex­ 
ecuted by the city authorities. 


T1IE SITE CHOSEN FOR GRANT’S TOMB. 
N ew Y o rk . July 28th.—The site reported 
chosen for G rant’s tom b is an elevated 
plateau at the upper end of Riverside Park, 
on the site of the old St. Clair homestead, 
overlooking the Hudson and commanding 
a view up and down the river for miles. 
The spot is now occupied by the Claremont 
House, under the control of the Park 
Department. This house will be removed 
at once and the ground put in order. 
Riverside Park extends from Seventy-sec­ 
ond to One H undred and Thirtieth street, 
two and a half m iles of beautiful ground 
overhanging the river. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES IN CONGRESS. 
W ashington, July 2>th.—It is probable 
th at mem orial services will be held in the 
House of Representatives next winter in 
honor of General Grant. 
The last memo­ 
rial services held there in honor of the 
memory of a dead President were to com­ 
memorate the assassination of President 
Garfield.

that occasion, which was 
marked by a force and eloquence that sur­ 
passed every former effort of that brilliant 
orator. 
It is suggested that ex-Senator 
Conkling be invited to pay a tribute to the 
memory of General Grant, when the official 
services under the auspices of Congress 
shall be held. 
No more fitting selection 
could be made, as the intim acy of Mr. 
Conkling with the dead ex-Presidcnt was 
of the closest character, and their friend­ 
ship was unbroken from its commence­ 
ment. 
Mr. Conkling’s high intellectual 
endowments, and his oratorical power, 
would insure an eulogy worthy of the 
illustrious subject. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE REMOVAL OF THE 
REMAINS. 
N ew York, July list li.—General H an­ 
cock announced this evening that these 
arrangements had been decided upon : The 
Fourth Artillery, of Fort Adams, under 
command of Major Adams,will lire a salute 
at McGregor, and Major Randolph, com­ 
m anding the Fifth Artillery, at Fort H am ­ 
ilton. will lire the final salute on the day 
of the funeral. General Hancock and staff, 
accompanied by General Sherm an,will pro­ 
ceed to Mount McGregor on the night of 
August ."•■). The rem ains will be conveyed 
by a train consisting of a car for the family, 
one fur the remains, two for the escort, 
which will num ber not more than sixty 
men. one for the clergy and pall-benrers, 
one for General Hancock and staff and one 
for the press.

son, Topeka and Santa Fe Company. 
He 
also, 1 believe, was kept quite busy as an 
engineer by si veral m ining companies. 
Sometimes we did not hear from him for 
two or three years, and sometimes we had 
letters only a few weeks apart. 
I never 
sa,,' very m uch of him . Three weeks ago 
Friday, 
he 
came 
out 
here 
just as 
my w ifeand her sisters, who had been visit­ 
ing us. were starting for Marblehead, Mass., 
to spend the sum m er. 
H e accompanied 
me as their escort, and bade his sisters good- 
by. That was the last I saw of him alive. 
Ife was then in cheerful spirits and in good 
health. 
He was about 5U years of age, un­ 
m arried, quiet, wirv and active, and was a 
m an of good habits, and 1 cannot conceive 
of any reason why he should kill himself. 
I do not think he did. 
This is my theory: 
J1 is, father, Rev. Addre Hopper, has lately 
been preaching in M illington, X. J„ and I 
imagine when lie left us in New York he 
went over there, and then finding that his 
father had gone for the sum m er to East 
A uburn, lie started to walk across the 
country to m y house. 
The weather was 
very warm and he probably became affected 
by tlie heat and lay down under the tree, 
expecting that he would soon he all right, 
and died before lie realized how sick lie 
was. 
I do not think lie took poison. 
He 
was a chemist, and frequently 
experi­ 
mented with various poisons, as weil as 
other chemicals. 
There was iodine and 
strychnine and several other substances 
in Tiis satchel.”

GRANT MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


M eetin g o f tlie G en eral C om m ittee—N o 
M o ck F u n e ra l. 
The General Committee, appointed to 
make preparations for a proper observance 
of the obsequies of General Grant, met in 
the County Court-room at S o’clock last 
evening. The meeting was called to order 
by John H. Carroll, Chairman. 
The Chairman said he was ready to enter­ 
tain any motion relative as to what would 
he the provier manner of observing tlie day 
upon which the remains of General Grant 
would be entombed. 
He said the citizens 
of Hun Francisco and other places ,iad de­ 
cided not to hold a mock funeral, and this 
was generally accepted as the proper thing 
bv the people of this community. He sug­ 
gested the appointment of a committee of 
three or five to make all proper arrange­ 
ments. 
On motion, tlie Jewish llabbi, and tne 
pastors of the German Lutheran < hurch, 
the Ebenezer Church, and the Methodist 
African Church were added to the com­ 
mittee. 
. 
II. A. Burnett moved that a committee 
of five lie appointed to formulate a pro­ 
gramme. 
Israel Luce thought that tlie original 
committee'- of nine should state to tlie 
meeting the result of their conferences, and 
state the conclusions arrived at as to what 
would be the most appropriate manner of 
proceeding. 
Thomas L. Thompson, one of the com­ 
mittee referred to, said the meeting had 
been called for the purpose of getting a gen­ 
eral interchange of ideas. 
It had been sug­ 
gested at the last meeting that a general in­ 
vitation be extended to the military, Grand 
Army and civic bodies. That the two 
former escort the I’ioneers from their ball 
to the place where the exercises were to be 
held. 
J. H. Carroll said: “At our former meet­ 
ing we thought we would have some 
music, a Grand Marshal, committees on in­ 
vitad ms, etc." The military, he said, would 
be asked to march around until all tlie 
civic societies were in line. That is all the 
procession that was proposed. 
General W illey said the original commit­ 
tee of nine seemed to have the confidence 
of the entire committee, and he thought it 
would be perfectly safe, and for the best, to 
leave tlie entire matter in their hands. 
Robert Devlin said he thought the gen­ 
eral committee should agree upon some 
general plan of action, and then appoint 
committees to carry out its details. Ho 
thought a general procession, with literary 
exercises, at which all the ministers in the 
city should lie asked, to make addresses 
limited to ten minutes in length, would 
answer. Hcoflered an amendment to that 
effect. 
D. J. Oullabuu said he thought tlie mat­ 
ter of whether there should he a mock 
funeral or not should be settled at once; 
then the meeting could get down to busi­ 
ness and arrange all details. 
He moved as 
an amendment to the amendment that the 
mock funeral he dispensed with. 
Ilis mo­ 
tion received several seconds. 
General Carey heartily indorsed the mo­ 
tion. 
He was in favor of observing tlie 
day with all the solemnity that the funeral 
of a hero—one of tlie greatest men that 
ever lived—demanded. 
He did not think 
the proper way was in a military parade. 
We want to be bowed down in sorrow and 
grief. The solemnity of the occasion will 
not admit of any military gew-gaw. 
The motion of Mr. Oullaban was passed 
by a unanimous vote. 
Israel Luce offered the following resolu­ 
tion, which was seconded by Judge Henry : 
Kemhfil, T hat the m ilitary, w ith reversed 
arias uud muffled drum s, lie invited to escort 
tlie Grand Army ot the Republic, th e Pioneers 
and other civic societies to th e place or places 
at which literary exercises shall be held. 
General W illey was of the opinion that 
the original committee of nine ought now 
to he able to go ahead and perfect all the 
details, being governed by the expressions 
already made by the General Committee, 
and they should be instructed to do so. and 
report as soon as possible. H e moved an 
amendment to that cllcct. 
W. F. Knox moved as a substitute for 
the whole that the committee of nine he 
instructed to select three places at least 
where orators would he provided, and that 
the military and civic societies be invited 
to attend as they pleased. 
He said in this 
way more people would he able to hear, 
and that there was no lack of orators in 
this city. He mentioned as suitable places 
the Metropolitan Theater, Armory Hall 
and the Congregational Church. 
J. O. Coleman made a motion to the 
same effect, but more in detail, which was 
accepted l>y Mr. Knox. 
Mr. Oullaban was very much opposed to 
having the exercises scattered. 
Let us 
have one grand spectacle of people. The 
upturned laces of the thousand that will be 
present is a grand lecture in itself. 
He 
suggested having them in the forenoon in 
the Capitol grounds, where all could rest 
in the shade of that magnificent structure. 
He said the people on an occasion of that 
kind could stand a little heat, as Grant had 
stood heat and cold, and lots of it. for them. 
F. 11. Dray said lie was in favor of hav­ 
ing the exercises in one place. He said 
take the military, Pioneers, Grand Army 
of the Republic and you cannot divide 
them into four parts. This, he said, is a 
show, is intended to be a show, for tlie 
purpose of makingan impression upon tlie 
rising generation. 
M’e desire to publicly 
show the respect we entertain for the de­ 
parted General, otherwise we will remain 
quietly in our homes. This will not be 
the case anywhere cise where this day is 
observed. Can this he done without a 
mock funeral ? If you are going to cele­ 
brate, or rather observe, the burial of a 
great man, can you do better or make it 
inore impressive without tlie hearse or the 
emblems of death ? 
Judge Henry moved, as a substitute for 
the whole, that the entire matter be re­ 
ferred back to the original committee of 
nine. Carried. 
The original committee of nine is as fol­ 
lows : Mayor John (j. Brown. John II. 
Carroll, A. h. Frost, G. \V. Chesley, 11. A. 
Burnett, Thomas L. Thompson, William 
I!. Hamilton. Colonel T. \V. Sheehan and 
John Weil. 
The committee of nine will meet at 3 c. 
m. to-day in Pioneer Hat!.

CITY BONDED INDEBTEDNESS. 


It Is N ow In a P o sitio n 
for F avorab le 
A d ju stm en t. 
The tactics of Daniel Meyer to gain an 
advantage over all other of our bond cred­ 
itors have been defeated, and he must, un­ 
der the rulings of ihe Court, receive his 
overdue interest in the order of its matu­ 
rity, and not in preference to other credit­ 
ors who hold prior claims. The Supreme 
Court has decided that the overdue coupons 
do not bear interest, and of course the 
bonds themselves, after maturity, will not 
hear interest. 
It is also decided that the 
provisions of the Consolidation Act of 1 S5s, 
relating to the creation of the debt, and the 
interest and sinking fund for the payment 
of interest upon and the final liquidation of 
the same, is the only law on the subject. 
The amount provided by that Act for tlie 
interest and redemption of the entire debt 
is fifty-live per cent, of one per cent, upon 
the taxable property of the city and of the 
revenue from harbor dues, licenses, water 
rates, etc. This will net the interest and 
sinking fund about $70,900 annually, and is 
all the possible revenue for that fund. 
In 
the light of the Act of 185s, when the bonds 
become due there will be no further provision 
for interest. Thus there Avill be the debt of 
near $2,000,000 (including unpaid interest . 
with only tlie small revenue of, say, $70,00u 
annually to be applied for its final redemp­ 
tion. This sum would not be a fair inter­ 
est upon tlie investment, to say nothing 
about the liquidation of the original obli­ 
gation. Naturally such a large amount of 
capital would seek a better investment, and 
to that end the holders of the non-interest- 
bearing coupons, with only $70,000 an­ 
nually applicable to the redemption, would 
be anxious to surrender their bonds for 
interest-bearing securities. Tlie commer­ 
cial value of such an obligation could be 
readily estimated, and in fact interest- 
bearing securities of one-half the lace of 
the original obligations would he more 
desirable. The holders of the bonds (under 
the original terms of the Act of 1858) 
would have to wait thirty-five years after 
tlie bonds became due for the payment of 
the original debt, and this, too, without 
any interest. 
This is a condition of affairs evidently 
not considered by Meyer and others when 
they instituted this harassing litigation 
against tlie city, hut has been discovered 
more recently, as would appear from the 
fact that Mr. Meyer has invoked other 
tactics to SAvell the interest and sinking 
fund—namely, by petitioning for a Avrit of 
mandate to compel the city Treasurer to 
transfer all surplus moneys remaining in 
certain funds at the end of the fiscal year. 
Petitioner relies upon Section 36 of the 
Act of 1858, which provides that any sur­ 
plus remaining in 
tlie school, salary, 
general and sick funds at the end of any 
fiscal year shall be transferred into the in­ 
terest and sinking fund. 
Of course, the 
counsel for the city will resist this applica­ 
tion, and show that the entire system of 
government has been changed by the Leg­ 
islature. and that the several funds, as at 
present constituted, are not subject to aiiv 
such provision. 
Particularly can this be 
said with regard to the school fund, as tlie 
State contributes large sums for educa­ 
tional purposes, which are not derived 
from municipal taxes. 
It is quite certain, 
too, that the Courts will follow the line of 
decision laid down in .numerous cases in 
the State and Federal Courts, that charter 
powers and obligations of a municipal 
corpoiation may he changed by legislative 
enactment, and that the Acts of the Legis­ 
lature. creating the several funds, as at 
present constituted, will prevail. 
From 
the present outlook ii would seem that tin* 
city is certainly not in a distressed e mdi- 
tio’n as regards the bond question. There 
can iie no suit maintained against the city 
directly—none of its property is subject to 
any process, and after the litigants have 
drawn the money in the interest and sink­ 
ing fund in tlie order of tlie maturity of 
their coupons, there will be nothing to con­ 
tend for. The city, through the Funded 
Debt Commission, will come in for about 
$45.00() coupons, which, in the main, pre­ 
cede those of Meyer. 
When these matters 
are brought to public attention it will be 
apparent that tlie city is in a most favorable 
condition for the adjustment of the debt, 
and can, in fact, dictate its own terms of 
compromise.
